There Are Several Hundred 
Men in Employ of Municipal 
Departments 


OUTSIDE FIRMS NOW 
MAKING THE UNIFORMS 


Idea is to Do This Work at 
Home and Engage Only - 
Bona Fide Residents 


When the estimates for the fire de- 
partment were being considered by the 
| council this morning, the mayor recom- 
}mended that it might be a good idea 
for the city to have a municipal tailor- 
ing establishment where all the cloth- 
ing needed for the members of the 
street railway, police and fire depart- 
ments could be manufactured, thus 
giving employment to a force of tailors 
in the city, 

Heretofore the uniforms have been 
manufactured by firms who have been 
the successful tenderers, In some 
cases where tenders have been awarded 
the clothing has been manufactured In 
Toronto, Winnipeg and Other eastern 
cities, 


When asked at the close of the meet! 


ing if there had been anything definite 
done in htis matter, his worship. re- 
plied in the negative, explaining that 
it was only a suggestion which will be 
considered with a view to getting it 
started as soon as possible if ap- 
proved by the commissioners and the 
council. The mayor explained further 
that there are over 1,200 men in the 
employ of the street railway depart- 
ment, and several hundred in the police 
and fire departments combined, In the 
rase of the street railway employees, 
they are allowed two sults a year and 
an overcoat; the policernen and firemen 
are also provided-with their sults and 
overcoats, and all this work would

SENATE REFORM 
A CONSERVATIVE SHAM, 

Three years ago, senate reform used to be a favorite 
topic of conservative politicians. Mr. Borden promised it as 
one of the constructive planks of his Halifax platform. Mr, 
Lancaster brought up annually a resolution in parliament 
advocating either abolition of the senate or a change in its 
constitution so as to make it more amenable to the popular 
will. But that was three years ago, when the conservatives 
were not in office, and when conservative members of parlia- 
ment were not looking for personal preferment by way of 
appointment to a seat in the upper chamber. Since the 
Borden government came into power, there has not been a 
word about any change in the constitution of the senate. 
There have been many fulminations against the liberal 
majority in the senate, and these have constituted the chief 
argument and excuse put forward by Mr. Borden and Hon. 
W. T. White and other conservative speakers this session for 
the paucity of any real legislative achievements by the present 
government. But not a word as to any permanent policy 
for “reform of the senate” other than by the process of sub- 
Stituting “in due course,”’ as Mr. Borden said, conservatives 
for liberals. As Hon, W. T. White badly put it, “We shall 
simply have to wait the slow process of time and of mortality 
until the senate of Canada is brought into accord with the 
popular will.”

Archbishop of Canterbury is 
Forced to Capitulate an 
Receive Leader, 


PLEA |S MADE AGAINST 
THE FEEDING BY FORCE 


Prelate Will Not Give a Promise 
Until He Hears the Other 
Side Fully, 


London, Jan. 29.—A band of militant 
suffragetts today besieged the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury, the English 
primate in Lambeth palace, and event- 
ually forced him to capitulate and re- 
celve one of their number in order to 
discuss the question of forcible feeding. 

The women were headed by Mrs, 
Dacre-Fox. It took them upwards of 
an hour to gain admission to the old 
palace on the banks of the Thames, a 
little above Westminster. They de- 
clined to listen to any attempts on the 
part of those within to temporize 

Finally the archbishop, seeing the 
futility of trying to escape from his ob- 
durate blockaders, allowed Mrs. Dacre- 
Fox to enter, 

The head of the church of England 
Ustened sympathetically to the guffra- 
gettes’ appeal, but he refused definitely 
to commit himself, 

Mrs. Dacre-Fox told the prelate that 
if he believed torture was ever justi- 
fiadle he could not be a real Christian. 
She said he had to use only his per- 
sonal influence to put an end to the 
system of forcible feeding. 

The archbishop said he received daily 
protests, from all sections of the com- 
munity against forcible feeding, but de- 
clared that he could not give a de- 
finite answer to the suffragettes’ ap- 
peal untll he had heard the other side 
fully. He continued: 

“All 1 can promise is to give my 
earnest consideration of the matter.” 

Mrs, Dacre-Fox thereupon infromed 
Archbishop Davidson that she was 
profoundly dissatisfied with his reply, | 
She presented him with a copy of the 
suffragette newspaper and = also with 
Miss Christobel Pankhurst’s book, and 
said she hoped his persual of them 
would open his eyes to the necessity for 
actlon.

AT EDSON: TOWNIS 
NOT VERY ACTIVE 


Edson, Jan. 29—The Dominion go- 
vernment has recently made Edson & 
meterological recording station and the 
instruments fer the purpose have been 
received by Mr. P. F. Robin, who has 
been appointed to have the care of 
them and to take the daily readings, 
which will be included in the daily 
weather report! 

Considerable interest is aroused by 
the announcement on apparently high 
authority that the provincial govern- 
ment will this year spend a consider- 
sum in road making from Edson. The 
roads mentioned are one to Shining 
Lake, and one to Marlborough, In ad- 
dition to further considerable appro- 
priations for the road to Grand Prairie. 
The district is one where good roads 
are both necessary and costly, The 
number of settlers who have located 
here in the last two years makes the 
road question also one of urgency, In 
the Shining Bank district bordering on 
the Edson rural municipallty on its 
eastern limits there were five settlers 
two years ago and Mr. Taylor, who 
made the sixth settler, estimates that 
there must now be 1,000 people in that 
district. Mr. Taylor has been spending 
a few days in Edson, He is a strong 
advocate of the road between Edson 
and the Shining Bank Lake, and states 
that the settlers there are realizing 
more than ever before the importance 
of that road. 

Hon. C. W. Cross, the member fo 
the constituency, was in Edson on Fri- 
day last and saw something of the ac- 
tivity which the arrival of snow has 
made possible by bringing in the 
Grande Prairie settlers who have been 
waiting for favorable freighting condi- 
tions before coming in for their sup- 
plies. The feeling Is growing that 
backed by his influence the requests 
made by the large deputation which 
waited on the provincial government in 
the closing days of last session will 
not be disregarded.
